NOTE : Candidates who have also applied for the Indian 
Navy Exammation lor admission as Special Entry Cadets utilo 
the Indian Navy on Air l orce Flying College examination for

14 . The maximum number of cundidates to be admitted to 
thc examinatin muy at the discretion of the Commission bc 
Ilmited to such number as the Commission may decide. If 1 
limit is imposed and the number of candidates cxceeds that 
linnit, the Union Public Service Commission shall sclect from 
among tlie applicants those who shall lie andmitted to thc ex 
amination anil shall have regard in so doing to the yuitability 
of the applicants for adınission to the Military College. 

15 . The examination will be conducted by the Cominivion 
in the manner prescribed in Appendix II to the Notification . 

16 . Candidate must pay the fees prescribed in Appendix III. 
No claim for a icfun of these fers will be entertained , 
except to the cxtent stated in the Appendix , nor can they be 
held in reverve for any other examination or selection . 

17 . The Union Public Service Commission sliall prepare a 
list of candidatos in order of thelr incrit as disclosed by the 
aggregate niarks awarded to each candidate at the written 
examination . The candidates, who obtain qualifying marks 
In the written examination , shall appear before 1 Services 
Selection Board for Intelligence and Peisonality Tests . The 
maximum marks obtainable at these tests are 900 . Candidatcs 
who obtain the mininum qualifying märks at the Services 
Selection Buar Tests will be subjected to certain Pliysical 
Endurance Tents (details of which are given in Appendix IV ) 
carrying 200 marks; but no mininum qualifying marks are 
prescribed for these Tests. The candidates will then be 
placed in the final order of merit on the basis of the total 
marks secured by them in the written eximination , the Scr 
vices Selection Board Tegls and in the Physical Endurance 
Text. The final selection for admission to tine Military Col. 
legc will be inade in order of inerit sulject 10 mcdical fitness 
and Auitability in all other respects and number of vacancies 
available . 

Candidates will appear before the Servicce Selection Board 
and undergo thic tests thercat at their own risk and will not 
be entitled to claim any compensation or other relief from 
Government in respect of any injury which they may sustain 
in the course of or as a result of any of the tests given to 
them at the Servicce Selection Board , whether duc to the 
ncgligence of any person or otherwise. Candidates will be 
required to sign a certificate to tals effect on the form ap 
pended to the application . In the case of candidates who are 
minors , the required certificate must be signed by their 
parents or guardians in the form prescribed .

The value of one scholarship is upto a maximum 
of Rs. 1,000 per annum for the duration of a cadet s stay at 
tlie Military College, subject to the cadet making satisfactory 
progress. The cadets who are granted this scholarship will not 
be entitled to any otlici financial assistance from the Govern 
ment. 


2 . COLONEL KENDAL FRANK MEMORIAL Scholarship , 
This scholarship is of the value of Rs. 360 / - per num and 
is granted to an eligible Maratha cadet who should be son 
of an ex -sei viccman .

(1 ) thcre is no active trachoma or its complications . 


25 . An ouļfit allowance at thc rates and under the general 
conditions applicable at the time for each cauct belonging to 
thc Military College will be placed at the disposal of the Coun 
mandant of the College. I he uticxpended portion of this 
allowance will be 
( a ) handed over to the cadct on his being granted a com 

mission ; or 
(b ) if he is not granted a commission , refunded to the 

State . 
On being granted a commission , articles of clothing and 
necessaries purchased from this allowance sliall become the 
personal property of the cadct. Such articles will however , be 
withdrawn from a lot who resign whilst lider thuis Or 
who is Icmoved or withdrawn prior to commissioning. The 
articley withdrawal will be disposed of tu tlic best advantage 
of thc State. 

26 . No candidate will normally be pc mitted to resign whilst 
under training. A civilian candidatc who is not considered 
suitablc to complete the full counc of training inay with thic 
perinission of the Army lleulquarters be discharged . An Army 
candidatc under thesc circumstances will be reverted to lus 
Regiment oi Coips. 

27 . Commissions will be granted only on successful complo 
tion of liaming. The cate of womussion will be that follow 
ing the date of succeylul completion of training Commis 
sions will be peunanent. 

28 . Pay and allowances , pension , leave and other conditions 
of service , after the grant of Coinmiyyion , will be identical 
with thonc applicabile from time to ting to regular officers of 
the Army.

To be payscd fit for admission to the Military College a 
candidate must be in good physical and mental liealth and 
free from any disability likcly to inter furc with the efficient 
performance of duty . 
2. It will however be ensured that 
(a ) there is no evidence of weak constitution , imperfect 

developinent, scrious malformation or obesity , 
(b ) there is no maldevelopment or impairinent of function 

of the bones or joints . 
(c ) there is no impcdiment of spccch , 
(d ) Llierc is no unalloimation of the hcad , deformity from 

fracture or depression of the bones of the skull. 
( e ) there is no impaircd hearing discharge from or disease 

of either car, unheale perforation of the tympanic 
moemleranccs or sigtis of acute or chronic suppurative 
otitis mcdia or evidence of radical or modified radical 

nastoid operation . 
Note . -- A soundly healcd perforation without any impair . 
ment of thc mobility of the drum and williont in pairment 
of hearing should not be a bar to acceptance of a candidate 
for thc Atty.
